Snyder, Okla., May 12.—All estimates 
of the number killed by Wednesdays 
tornato Thi and south of Snyder make 
the total at least 125. . The tornado trav- 
eled a distance of 35 miles, cutting a 
path from a quarter mile to a half mile 
wide. The farm houses in this path 
were demolished and the occupants ki'l:J 
or injured. All the men avallable are 
needed here to clear away debris, bury 
the dead and care for the sick, and the 
fate of the farmers struck by the storm 
has not been fully investigated. 

Estimates of the number killed outs!de2 
of Siytfer range from twenty-five to 
forty. ‘ 

More than 100 laborers brought here 
by the St. Louis and San Francisco 
railroad, together with a big force cf 
volunteers, began moving and burning 
debris today. Two men dead and an- 
otfier barely alive were found in a heap 
of rubbish piled against railroad freight 
cars near the station today. They had 
been there since Wednesday night at 
0:15, at which time every clock: in town 
stopped.

Young Herbert Croker, Son of 
Ex-Coss, Found Dead 
in a Car 


YOUNG CROKER DRUGGED 
IN AANSAS CITY JOINT: 
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Croker, En Route to Oklahoma a 
Stopped in Kansas City and 
Went on Spree—He Was 
Put on Train by a 
Negro. 
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Kansas City, Mo., May !2,—Herbert V. 
Croker, a son of Richard Croker, the 
New York political leader, was found 
dead on a southbound Atchison, Topeka 
and Sante Fe railway train between Kan- 
| Sag City and Newton, Kas, today. He 
| died during the night, evidently from 
‘the effects of some drug administered at 
Kassas City, where he took the train last 
‘night for Bliss, Okla. 
| The first news of the death of young 
‘Croker was received in Kansas City at 4 
o'clock this afternoon when the local po- 
lice were requested to hunt for a negro 
who is said to have placed Croker on the 
train at Kansas City. 

Found Dead on Car. 

According to a telephone message from 
Newton, Croker was found dead in a car 
seat just before the train reached New-, 
ton early today. The body was taken 
from the train at Newton. His identity 
did nof become known until & message 


was received from Richard Croker at New 
York several hours later asking the au-| 
thorities ta hold the remains and stat-| 
ing that he would leave immediately pr! 
Newtown. 
The first clew to Croker’s jideniity wns, 
a letter found in the dead man’s pocket 
addressed by Zach Mulhall, formerly of 
Oklahoma, who is now holding a wild 
west show in New York city, to Joseph 
Shiller, manager of the famous “i001” 
ranch at Bliss, Okla. Inquiry by tele- 
phone elicited the information that ©roker 
pone net known at the Bliss ranch.

| Following a message of tnquiry sent to} 
New York the coroner took charge Of| 
the body and empannelled a jury. An 
iriquest was begun this evening. 
| Placed on Train by Negro. 
According to stories of passengers and 
the conductor’ on the train upon which 
Croker ‘died, the young New Yorker was 
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placed on the train at Kansas City short- 
ly after 10 o'clock last night by a negro. 
Croker appeared to be under the influ-. 
ence of some drug. The negro was seen 
to hand him a sum of money and a rail- 
road ticket just before the train started, | 
when he jumped off and disappeared. | 
When the conductor came around to col- | 
lect Croker’s fare the latter was asleep’ 
‘and he did not distrub the passenger. |

The family thought there was no dan- 
ger, believing the pet to be ¢réss and 
irritable only, as a result of a severe 
scalding received the Sunday before. 
Wishing to be on the safe side, how- 
ever, the Gog was fastened up so that it 
could not get out. 

Yesterday afternoon some one opened 
the door and the “water spaniel went up 
stairs, where little Sybil Gidish, 6 years 
old, was playing, and bit her on the 
hand. 3 

The family was alarmed at this junc- 
ture and sent for a policeman. Before 
the officer on the beat could arrive the 
watér spaniel had bitten a couple of 
cats and a bull dog. 

The officer shot the dog and the head 
was taken by. Mr. Hudson to the Pas- 
teur institute fo be examined by the 
authorities thére for signs of rabies. It 
was stated last night at a late hour 
that thie examination had not been made. 

If the examination of the head shows

to the Pasteur institute.

Major Mayers, Richmond, Va. 
Richmond, Va., May 
Mayers, president of the Richmond, Fred- 
ericksburg and Potomac railroad, died 
this morning after a brief illness. Ma- 
joy Mayers was taken suddenly ill Mon- 
day night last with heart trouble and 
his physicians and friends attribute it 
largely to his trip to Washington to 
bring home the body of General Fitz- 
hugh Lee and his emotion at the aéath 
of his intimate friend. Major Mayers

In 1861, Atlanta received its first. check 
in 1ts onward career. [he war between 
the States, commencing this year, brought 
the march of improvement to a pertect 
standstill. But as in every other period 
or contingency of its history, that which 
was at first a check, became a great impetus. 
The cessation of growth, was, in fact, more 
apparent than real. While building Op- 
erations were discontinued, the population 
steadily increased; and while business was 
paralyzed 1 in some departments, 1 in others 
it acquired new vigor and greater propor- 
tions. 
the official figures and facts of the time. 

That the life and business of the city 
should feel some paralysis was quite natural, 
for many of its master spirits withdrew 
from the avenues of labor and trade, and 
cast their fortunes upon the tented field. 
If space and the scope of this history per- 
mitted, a very long list of now familiar 
names might be mentioned in this connec- 
tion; some achieving high rank, and many 
honoring their city none the less, though 
in the ranks of the private soldier. 
‘Thus the professional, the mercantile, 
and the mechanic classes were very greatly 
depleted, and Atlanta depopulated. for 
years, of a host of its best citizens. Many 
names in each class will readily be recalled 
to the minds of the Atlanta readers of this 
history--as. for instance, among others, L.

But despite the temporary loss to the 
city of brain and labor, both the popula- 
tfon and the aggregate of business increase 
There was a constant influx of aE W, 
drawn through the operation of the old at- 
tractions, and many through the circum- 
stances and exigencies of the times. 

Atlanta became one of the military 


centers and supply depots of the Southern © 


Confederacy. The manufacture of arms, 


ammunition and war material in general,’ 


‘was conducted upon the ‘most extensive 
* scale. L. Bellingrath, of the firm of Hun- 
nicutt & Bellingraths, »manufactured for 
the Confederate government alcohol, vine- 
gar and spirits of nitre. In 1862, the city 
passed under martial law, and at once be- 
came the headquarters of Canfederate 
quartermasters and commissaries. It was 
made, too, a chief hospital p oint. Several 
hotels, the Medical College, Female Insti- 
tute building and others, were used for 
hospitals and storehouses, It is probable 
that 1 in these hospitals, from time to time, 
were treated and nursed at least 75,000 
Confederate sick and wounded. These 
different enterprises required the labor of 
a large force or men, and heavy expendi- 
tures of money, which stimulated trade.

About the middle of July, 1864, the 


Confederate army, under General Joseph 
Bb. Johnston, and the Federal army under 
General William T. Sherman, had both 
reached the Atlanta side of the Chatta- 


hoochee, which runs within nine miles of 
the city. Four or five days later. the 
bombardment of the city: was commenced, 
and continued almost incessantly until 
September Ist. The scenes which fol- 
lowed may be imagined, but not readily 
described. Shells were thrown into the 
city day and night, doing their work of 
death, and constantly setting the city on 
fire. Our firemen were thus kep t busy 
in efforts to extinguish the flames, ad the 
women and children and non-combatants 
were frequently forced to retire to impro-~ 
vised bomb proofs, behind walls and in the 
ground, for the. preservation of life. 
Around the city the country was seamed 
with entrenchments and earthen fortifica- 
tions, many of which still exist, extending 
About 
these, fierce battles were fought, and many 
a brave soldier laid down his life. 

On September 4th General Sherman 
issued an order requiring the departure of 
all the citizens within e1 ght days, save 
such as were in the em loy of the Federal 
government. Those Bi did not ehoose 
North. An 
armistice of ten days was concluded be- 
tween Generals Hood and Sherman to 
carry this order into execution. “The peo- 


‘ tinge ency or accident. 


ple were permitted to take away a certain 
amount of property, and, with the slight . 
means of transportation at hand, even this 
could be done only with difficulty. 

November 16th Sherman commenced 
his march to the sea. Betore doing so, 
however. the destruction of the city was 
completed. “What could not be consumed- 
by fire was blown up, torn down, or 
otherwise destroyed. No city during the 
war was s0 nearly annihilated. The 
center of the city, or business locality, was 
an entire mass of ruins--there being but a 
solitary structure standing on our main 
street, Whitehall, between its extreme 
commercial limits. At least three-fourths 
of the buildings 1 in the city were destroyed, 
the remaining number consisting chiefly ot 
dwelling-houses. The very few. buildings 
of any consequence spared 1 in the general 
ruin were saved through 1 intercession, con- 
Rev. Father 
O'Reilly was instrumental in saving the ° 
Catholic and several Protestant church 
edifices. and also the City Hall. The 
Medical College was saved through the 
efforts of Dr. N. D ‘Alvigny. 

Atlanta was thus left a scene of charred 
and desolate ruins, the home of half- 
starved and half-wild dogs, and of carrion 
fowls feasting u on refuse. and the decay~ 
ing carcasses 5 animals. Such was the 

ectacle that greeted the eyes of Er Law- 
Ee and other citizens who returned to the 


city in December, 1864.

A Boycott 
The news that the merchants of a 
foreign nation are inclined to dis- 
criminate against American goods in 

eir purchases is unwelcome under 
any circumstances. ‘Of serious im- 
port is the possibility that because of 
tariff differences the markets of Ger- 
many~ may be closed to American 
manufacturers. Of even more serious 
import to the southern states is the 
proposed boycott by China of Amer- 
ican goods, for the Chinese trade in 
cottons belongs almost entirely to the 
southern mills. 

The differences with Germany grow 
out of the tariff. The selfishness of 
the high protection element in control 
of the republican party is operating to 
prevent sensible reciprocity relations 
with Germany, and unless there is a 
change of policy, a tariff war with the 
kaiser’s countrymen will follow. This 
is something to be avoided, for not 
only would it mean the closing to 


~| American goods cf a most 


valuable 
market, but it would also mean fric- 
tion that might lead to other kinds of 
trouble. 

The complaint of China is of a 
defferent character. That meeting of 
Chinese merchants at Shanghai, the 
most important of al] Chinese ports in 
its relationship to trade with this 
country, is highly significant. Those 
merchants, who represent the flower 
of China and whose influence upon 
their fellow countrymen is great, pro- 
pose to boycott American goods un 
less there is a change in policy on 
the part of this country in the mat- 
ter of Chinese exclusion. 

As we understand it, neither the 
Chinese government nor the Chinese 
business classes have any objection to 
a sensible extlusion law designed to 
keep out coolie labor. They do ob- 
ject, however, and they have a right 
to object, to those provisions in the 
law itself, or those regulations thrown 
around its administration, which sub- 
ject Chinese travelers—students, pro- 
fessional men, merchants and men of 
standing in other lines of business— 
to the same humiliating treatment 
that is accorded the coolie suspected 
of being smuggled in under contract 
for menial] service. 

Perhaps the fault is more with the 
administration of the law than with 
the law itself; but wherever the 
trouble lies, it should be remedied. 
Surely the time has come when this 
country can afford to take a sane and 
sensible view of the Chinese “ques- 
tion.”. The exigencies of slope poli- 
tics do not call for any Chino- 
baiting and the country at large is in 
no danger of a Chinese invasion. 
Nor is there any necessity for the 
political parties of this country cater- 
ing to the San Francisco sand lots. 

However desirable the complete ex- 
clusion of Chinese “‘cheap labor” may 
be, there is absolutely no excuse for 
a law or for regulations cutting 
against the higher classes of Chinese, 
Or operating to the humiliation of 
those who come to this country for 
pleasure or on business. The con- 
tinuance of such a policy is fraught 
with danger to the business interests 
of the United States and of the south- 
ern states in particular. In the light 
of their many. unpleasant experiences, 
we cannot blame the Chinese business 
men for resenting a policy so unjustly 
discriminatory toward them, and we 
can quite appreciate the feelings 
which prompt the threatened boycott. 

If congress at its next session does 
its duty, however, there will not only 
be no occasion. for such a boycott, 
but a friendly understanding will be 
reached by which the trade of this 
country with China can be greatly in- 
creased.

An Admirable Suggestion. 

Among the many suggestive 
speeches made by the delegates to 
the recent convention of the Ameri- 
can Cotton Manufacturers’ Association 
at Knoxville, that of J. H. M. Beaty, 
director of the textile school at Clem- 
son college, stands out with distinc- 
tive force. He handled exhaustively 
the subject of textile training as allied 
to the cotton mill industry; and the 
full text of his remarks should be 
read by every man interested in the 
south’s industrial evolution. His sug- 
gestion that every mill representeé at 
the convention establish a _ self-per- 
petuating scholarship in a southern 
textile school merits the thoughtful 
attention of all mill owners. 

Mr. Beaty dispels the current de- 
lusion that a course in a textile school 
qualifies the graduate for the difficult 
positions of mill superintendent or 
manager. The mil] is to be the tex- 
tile student what the hospital an&é 
clinie are to the medica] student. It 
is there that he learns to apply in 
actual practice the knowledge he has 
acquired in the academic branch. 
Even should he graduate from his 
training school with the highest hon. 


spend many months in actual contact 
with practical conditions before he is 
fitted to assume a position of author- 
ity. 

But Mr. Beaty points out conclusive- 
ly that the preliminary course in the 
textile school will save the prospec- 
tive mill manager many years of hard 
work and monotonous study. It 
means that he will enjoy all the ad- 
vantage over the untaught mill hand 
that the graduate frém West Point 
enjoys over the enlisted private who 
is confronted by years of grinding 
labor before he can attain to the

.As Mr. Beaty declares, there are 
hundreds of poor but aspiring young 
men throughout the south willing to 
go any reasonable lengths to acquire 
a textile training. They realize that 
the gathering development of this 
overshadowing southern indust?y will 
afford them infinite opportunities if 
they can only make the necessary 
start. There is not one of this am- 
bitious host that will not, gladly, bind 
himself to reimburse the endowing 
agency to the fullest extent of the 
expense incurred, once his earning 
capacity has been established. Any 
other system would, indeed, smack of 
an unrequited patronage not relished 
by the average independent young 
southerner. Under the automatic op- 
eration of the method outlined, how- 
ever, he would be able to acquire a 
thorough training without compromis- 
ing his manhood or self-respect.. 
The Constitution commends this 
suggestion to the mill owners of the 
south .as an opportunity not only for 
profitable investment, but an exten- 
sion as well of that helping hand 
which develops while it uplifts. ‘The 
plan suggested would be so simple of 
operation as to avoid saddling the 
benefactor with a financial burden 
and the recipient with a sense of irk- 
some obligation.

The grand jury has made a good 
Start in bringing indictments against 
bicyclists against whom it is charged 
that their reckless fast riding was 
responsible for two deaths. 

Coincident with the announcement of 
this action comes the news of the 
arrest by city policemen of other rid- 
ers upon the charge of exceeding the 
legal speed limit. 

Out of this activity on the part of 
the authorities much good is sure to 
come. *There must be a stop to reck- 


less and dangerous riding within the 
city limits. 


Not only the bicyclists, 
but the drivers of automobiles must 
be made to feel the heavy hand of the 
law until the practice of which so 
many have been guilty is broken up. 

The city’s bicycle policemen should 
be equipped with the necessary speed 
registers—whatever their technical 
name—to enable them, by keeping 
pace with the motor machines of vari- 
ous kinds, to obtain a record of the 
speed of those whom they are sgshad- 
owing, in order that prosecutions, 
where netessary, may result in con- 
viction. 

It is the duty of the authorities to 
take advantage of every practical 
means to break up this speed nuisance 
which is such a menace to public 
safety. Those who are guilty should 


'be punished as severely as the laws 


permit.

The news that Nan Patterson has 
been given her freedom will be hearti- 
ly welcomed, if tor no other reason 
than that it means freedom to the 
public from the affliction of another 
New York trial with all its nauseating

If the proceedings in the different 
trials of this young woman are fairly 
indicative of New York methods of 
handling criminal’ trials, the less we 
hear of them the better. 

If we can judge rightly from the 
newspaper dispatches, every person 
connected with the trial seems to have 
been seeking notoriety for himseif 
or herself. The courts have heen, 
from the first, used as a means 
of self-exploitation. On the one 
hand have been the state’s at- 
torneys bent on _ conviction, on 
the other the attorneys for. the 
defense equally anxious to keep in 
the lime-ligh, while there seems to 
have been little desire on the part 
of anybody to get at the facts, and 
nothing but the facts. At least, so it 
seems to those of us at a distance 
from the scene, | 

The evidence against the woman 
had no real substance. A theory of 
guilt was built up by the prosecution, 
but that theory, though plausible, had 
no substance of fact back of it. Cer- 
tainly the testimony brought out at 
the trials did not establish Her guilt, 
and this not having been established, 
she is entitled to acquittal. 

We were all of us glad when the 
last trial] ended, and we rejoice that 
no other is in sight. We would be 
supremely happy if there were a pros- 


pect of Nan herself being kept out of, 


sight in the future. But that is too 
much to expect. From the theatrical 
standpoint, all this court experience 
has been too good material for ad- 
vertising purposes to admit of doubt 
that another season will find Nan 
exploited as a stage “heroine.” 

This anticipation is the fly in the 
ointment of our rejoicing. If Nan 
would but sink into oblivion—but 
such a possibility is beyénd human 
hopes!

accept his assessment. The comptroller 
general will make the aseessment some 
time next week. The road will appoint 
an arbitrator and these two will select 
an umpire. Under the law, the latter. 
in the event of a disagreement between 
the arbitrators, practically has the power 
to say what the valuation of the road's 
property shall be. 
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A rather unique and at the same time 
an interesting paper was filed with Clerk 
Broyles, of the Fulton county courts, yes- 
terday for engrossment. 

The document came into existence on 
the first day of January, 1894, and was 
drawn and executed by the late Michael 
Kreis, of Atlanta, and was in the na- 
between Mr. Kreis 
on the one side and H. H. Walker and 
Park Woodward, also of Atlanta, on the 
other side. 

Reciting that the United States gov- 
ernment was indebted to the maker of 
the paper, M. Kreis, for supplies and to- 
bacco, taken from him by the United 
States army in Atlanta during 1864, 
valued at $7,500, it set forth the fact 
that M. Kreis would pay to H. H. Mar- 
tin 25 per cent of the amount collected 
from the government and that another 
i5 per cent would be raid to Park Wood- 
ward for services rendered by him in 
obtaining an adjustment of the claim. 
The paper was drawn by Mr. Kreis, pre- 
sumably, for the handwriting in the body 
of it and the signature are identical 


but there are no witnesses shown on the’ 


sheet. 

At the bottom of the sheet of paper 
upon which the contract is written are 
a few lines in another handwriting, an‘? 
of recent date, noting that now as the 
government has awarded the Kreis es- 
tate the claim, a demand is made by H. 
H. Martin for his portion. according to 
the contract. 

The document was placed on reeord 
and is now a paragraph in the history 
of Fulton county so far as thut history 
is made up In the county clerk's office.

After committing this horrible crime, the 
murderer ransacked the store in a search 
for money, and made his escape. Dogs 
were put on the trail, but so many peo- 
ple had been around the place that they 
could not find the scent. Three negro 
suspects were arrested, but there is noth- 
ing to indicate that they had anything 
to do with the crime.

Chattahoochee Valley Road 
to Traverse County Now 
Without Facilities. 


The Chattahonches Valley Railway 
Company was yesterday granted a qchar- 
ter by Secretary of State Phil Cook.
